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Claim 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims continue to recite features such as "cross sectional form member(s) " 
that fail to include structural characteristics that would allow one to determine what type 
of component is a "cross sectional form member " and even what is meant by a "cross 
sectional form". Since one cannot determine what type of component is a "cross 
sectional form member "it is difficult to determine how this component is oriented 
relative to the other components or aspects of the invention recited in the claims. The 
same is true when "collective "is used to describe of another feature of said members. 
Since elements such as the cross sectional form member in recited in somewhat 
abstract terms said member could be many various component. Even though the 
applicant can be his own lexicographer terms recited should be recited such that one 
can determine what is being characterized. In keeping with the instances above said 
claims also fail to associate the device with any specific device. The three dimensional 
body recited may fall in many devices categories electrical and mechanical. Toys such a 
tinker toys may be structured three dimensionally and also have holding members, 
cross-sectional form member, holding and release members. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but issues relative to lack of clarity 
continue to persists with these claims. The examiner has spoken to applicant's 
representatives several times and has attempted to work said representatives making 
suggestions where applicable and was feeling that good progress was made.. Applicant 
however felt unagreeable to the changes that the examiner suggested to proposed 
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amendments to clarify few unclear areas and to provide proper antecedent basis to 
several components. The examiner continues to be open to proposals that the applicant 
feels would move the prosecution forward. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M PEP
